lebrated  Divine*  who  restored  the  most  amiable  of  men§ 
a  malady  the  most  affecting  in  the  catalogue  of  human  infirmities!. 
And  it  Is  an  incontrovertible  fact,  that  the  most  considerable  im¬ 
provements  in  medicine  have  been  made  by  persons  who  we.  e  not 
regular  and  systematic  professors  of  the  art ;  while  these  who  va¬ 
lued  themselves  upon  these  distinctions  have  been  the  i most  vmlen 
opposes  of  everv  new  discovery  and  have  d.sp layed  the .gi ^eatest 
ror^lv  adopting  it  into  their  own  practice  till  attei  a  10%

crificed  Such  phvsicians  endeavour  to  impress  upon  mankind  an 
W^oDinion  or  their  understanding;  which,  once  effected,  serves

their  diseases,  as  well  as  constitutions ;  therefore,  that  the  reader 
may  he  the  better  enabled  to  judge  of  disorders,  by  symptoms,  I
